The legislature did approve the 
governor’s recommendation that. an 
amendment to remove salary limita- 
tions. of state officials and: legisla- 
tors be placed before the voters. in 
November. Last week Attorney. Gen- 
eral. Eugene F. Black ruled that the 
governor’s expense allowance of 
$10,000-a year was unconstitutional. 
Legislators ‘countered promptly, vot- 
ing a “grant” of $12,500. to the gov- 


e:nor.for a total compensation of 
$20,000 instead of $17,500. . 
Ironically enough it was Black, 


selected personally by the governor 
for attorney general, who has display- 
‘ed: consistent independence to date by 


saying exectly-what he thinks. Black . 


has often done so bluntly and: non- 
diplomatically :in direct. opposition to 
the man who picked ° him for the 
ffice. 

Mr. Black has. no concérn for -his 
political future. He expects-to  re- 
tire from office at ‘the end - of ‘his 
present .term. Particularly: irritating 
to Mr. Black is the fact that 12 em- 
ployees of his department receive 
more ‘compensation from the~ State 
of Michigan than he does.. This. does- 
n’t make sense to the young Port Hur- 
in attorney.

Microwaves Demonstrate. Se 
Nature of Light and Radio 


Microwaves, made famous by ra- 
dar, Provide the teacher with the 
simplest means of demonstrating 
the nature of light and radio waves, 
C. L.. Andrews, New York State Col- 
lege for Teachers, told the conven- 
tion. of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science. 

Light waves are a hundredth of 
‘% hairs breadth long. To. observe 


must ‘squint through a microscope 
eyepiece into some ingenious de- 
vice. Radio waves are a few thou- 
sand feet long. To study their wave 
effects, a laboratory the size of the 
state of Texas with a roof 10C miles 
high is required: : ais : 
Wave effects of microwaves are. 
man-sized, conveniently spread out 
on a laboratory table to be meas- 
ured with .an ordinary ruler. With 
the aid of a hand-sized transmitter 
and a hand-sized intensity meter, 
refiection, refraction, interference, 
diffraction and polarization of 
waves are to. be demonstrated. 
Fading of radio Bignals due to. in- 
terference between the direct wave 
and that reflected from the Ken- 
nelly-Heaviside layer is simulated 
with the transmitter .and receiver

Viking ‘Wineland’ Landing 
Placed In Massachusetis 
A possible location of the Viking 
“Wineland” was at the mouth of the 
Merrimack: river in northern Mas- 
sachusetts, is the conclusion reached 
by Dr. John R. Swanton, Smith- 
sonian institute, after an intensive 

study of the Icelandic sagas. 
Dr. Swanton brings to the tdenti- 
fication of the Norse landings in 


the experience of a lifetime in re- 
sonstructing the trail of De Soto 
3eross the southern United States. 
Wineland was the southernmost of 
the temporary Norse. settlements. 
The sagas leave little doubt that it 
was a well-wooded country where 
wild grapes: were found and where 
there was an abundance of grain. 
‘Furthermore, the landing was. in.the 
‘mouth of some tidal river which, a 
little way inland, broadened into 
what was described as a lake. The 
mouth of: the. Merrimack, he found, 
checked better with the confusion of 
often conflicting data than any other 
site along the New England coast. 
Other Norse landings most probably 
were on the southern coast of Labra- 
dor, where there is a general agree- 
ment of the topography with the 
confused descriptions. 


States Curb Child Labor 

Many. states last year strength- 
ened child labor laws to curb exploi- 
tation of youngsters. In. Alabama, . 
the lowest age at. which children 
may be employed was raised by the 
1947 legislature from 14 to 16 years, 
except in domestic service or farm 
work. The work ‘week for children 
who: work after schoo] was short- 


setts strengthened its 16-year mini- 
mum .work age by abolishing special 
permits which. allowed some chil- 
dren under 16 to work in industry. 
In Hlinois, a law passed in 1945 set- 
ting 16. as the minimum work age 
became’ effective last year. Three 
states meanwhile took action in the 
relatively untouched area of regu- 
lating child farm labor. Cgnnecticut 
set 14 as the minimum age for farm 
employment and decreed a maxi- 
mum 8-hour day and a 48-hour 
week. New York continued wartime 
legislation requiring 14 and 15 ‘year 
old children-to get permits to work 
on farms after school or. during va- 
cations. Ohio: alsy tightened regula- 
tions covering issuance: of farm 
work certificates.
